A great life draws ufteritthe ceaseless 


attention of the living, and if it be good 
also is hold up in history, poetry and 
song for the imitatiou of all men. Such 
was the life of Abraham Lincoln. His 
birth and early life at once excite our 
attention. Born in u forest, out of the 
range of school houses, on the margin of 
civilization, where nature yet almost

At 
the early ago of eight years his father 
moved from the old home in Hurdin 
county, Kentucky, to Spencer county, 
Indiana. Part of tho journey was a ride 
down the Ohio River, upon all ordinary 
raft—something less than a flat-boat, but 
common enough in those early days of 
western navigation. 
The change of 


homos was simply tho exchange ot ouo 
forest for another, but it was a change 
Horn a slave to a free state. It was pos- 
sibly tho unfettering of a young and pure 
soul from what might have boon a thrul- 
dom. Soon after the settlement in Indi- 
ana his mother died—she who had taught 
him to read. In time a step-mother en- 
tered tho cabin door, nnd soon there 
sprang up between tho boy and bis new 
mother an interest anda love that never 
died. He went to school about one your,

learned to "read, write and cipher," and 
finished all of education received in that 
way. 
From this time until he had grown 


Into manhood, to all those who care to 
watch the development of mind and tho 
growth of character under such circum- 
stanccs.wilh one destined to till so large a 
share of tho public attention and tocontrol

chosen by the Whig partv to bear the 
brunt of its heaviest work. After duo 
.consideration and a trial contest in the 
capital of the state, between the ablest 
debaters of both political parties, which 
lasted for a week, and which was in the 
nature of a political skirmish.Lincoln was 
aolectod to meet Douglas, who at that 
curly period in his Hfe was put in the 
front rank to uphold Democracy. To 
those still living, favored with the priv- 
ilege of listening to the joint debates of 
those strong young men, it cannot oe 
forgotten how interesting and able they 
wore 
The place of each was at once 


fixed in the confidence of his party. 
They met to be in some way held to- 
gether before the public eye for twenty 
years ; met as political antagonists and 
personal friends, to share in political 
policies, and to shape political princi- 
ples in the public mind, uniting their 
names with measures of the highest sig- 
nificance und broadest influence upon 
American institutions. 
Douglas, four 


years the younger, with fair education, 
high resolves, and a purpose to do for 
himself in the world, left his eastern 
home and worked his way to the great 
West. Lincoln had preceded him in the 
same journey. 
Each selected Illinois 


for his future home. In the center of 
this young state, with a population at 
that time of one hundred and fifty-seven 
thousand, they located at no great dis- 
tance apart. Both studied law and both 
attained to some distinction in the pro- 
fession. Douglas arose to the bench, 
and was for two years one of the Judges 
of the Supremo court of the state. Lin- 
coln gave his whole attention to the 
practice of law when not engaged in 
politics, and I am warranted In the 
statement, upon the uniform testimony 
of all the great lawyers who practiced 
at the bar with him, several ot whom 
are here to-day, testifying by their pres- 
ence the great respect in which ho was 
held by them, that he ranked amongst 
the first lawyers of the state. Both en- 
tered political life about the same time. 
Douglas came from Vermont, where 
liberty early took shelter from tyranny, 
and whore slavery found no friends; 
Lincoln from the "dark and bloody 
ground" whore slavery was nlrendy » 
planted institution; one from the North, 
the other Irom the South ; one Irom a 
free the other from a slave state. From 
1840 down to 1858 they mot ut intervals 
in public discussion, and time and again 
had debated all the political questions 
of those times. Both had steadily grown 
in public favor, and both hud been la- 
borious and faithful students of the his- 
tory of their country and of every pub- 
lic interest concerning that country. In 
the interval Lincoln had served one term 
in Congress. One circumstance not suffi- 
ciently considered hud much I think to

denunciation or specious .exposition ; by 
no moans dogmatic, but exceedingly te- 
nacious of a conviction; shrewd in dis- 
covering the weak parts of an argument, 
and capable of unraveling the most com 
plex sophistry ; clear in statement, pow 
crfulin argument, forcible in illustra 
tion, bringing home to the learned and 
the unlearned alike by reasoning the 
simplest and purest, a clear understand 
ing of the subject in debate; rich in 
raillery, prolific of anecdote, fond of ap 
othegm;ln his presence the pretende 
finding no quarter and the pretence no 
mercy; seeking no advaajage, but hop 
ing to make the right appear to all me 
as the right, by addressing himself .t 
the reason; the people who listcnc(

so much in public affairs.thc young lifoof 
Lincoln presents much that Is interest- 
ing, instructive and novel, not however 
altogether unusual in the first settlement 
of a new country, and especially in 
America. He wus the most diligent stu- 
dent in the neighborhood. The Colum- 
bian Orator, the Life- of Washington, 
Burns' 1'ooms, the Pilgrim's Progress 
and the Bible he read and studied over 
und over again. Clad in the rustic rai- 
ment of the timed, ns he went from cabin 
to cabin, from the gatherings of the pio- 
neers for frolic and the frequent tests of 
physical strength, so common in those 
oarly times, to the spelling school and 
debating club, for the higher tests of 
mind in study mid discussion; a prompt 
attendant upon all occasions cither of 
frolic or debute; seldom if ever second 
best in any encounter; a moderator in 
tho settlement of disputes and the pre- 
vention of quarrels; and, whunttll other 
remedies fulled, putting all angry pas- 
sions to flight by a ludicrous story or a 
good joke—ho camo in time to be looked 
upon by his admiring companions us a 
prodigy. Tho basis of his moral struct- 
ure,—laid in those early days, out of the 
roach of tho ordinary temptations to vice, 
away from the seductive Influences of 
mere fashion, whore tho rules for the ad- 
ministration of Justice were few and of 
easy application, unhauntod by the vex- 
atious speculations of metaphysics—was 
broad and deep. And hero he laid the 
foundations of a faith that were to lead 
him through life : "Thou shalt not make 
unto thoo any graven image or any like-

uniformity, continuity, order, beauty and 
justice, throughout all space and through 
all time, ho beheld the benignity of uni- 
versul und Divine Intelligence. "There- 
fore, nil things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you.do ye even so 
to them," and "Thou shall love thy 
neighbor ns thyself," he comprehended 
us Christian precepts und lived up to 
them dully.

do with forming the political character 
of these two men, and of giving them 
prominence before the country, at least 
upon the subject of slavery. It was one 
of location. Living between the thirty- 
ninth and fortieth parallels, where the 
mighty currents of population flowing 
ceaselessly West from the North and the 
Soulh, flrst met; where men with 
anti- slavery, 
and

er, compared 
ideas and freely dis- 


cussed the subject for the flrst time on 
equal terms and out of its presence; 
where there could bo no campaign and 
no election to choose officers for tho or- 
dinary purposes of civil administration 
that did not bring together at the polls 
voters of opposing convictions upon this 
question, it could 
not' be otherwise 


than that these prominent men should be 
brought to ponder upon Hand to sift and 
weigh all the feelings and sentiments in- 
volved and all the arguments brought to 
boor, one way or the other, upon the 
whole subject. Out of the range of ex- 
treme views either way, yet meeting the 
•abject as other public men in the North 
or South could not, they possessed unus- 
ual advantages for Its fullest considera- 
tion. Both were for o long time inclined 
to compromises. By 1834 Douglas' posi- 
tion may be perhaps most fairly and cor- 
rectly stated as one comparatively of in. 
difference—he would leave it to the peo- 
ple to decide for themselves. Lincoln, 
on the contrary, had come to look upon 
slavery as a great wrong, a wrong to be 
dealt with, and if possible to be got rid 
of. Ripe age and riper experience were 
preparing these remarkable men to ap- 
pear once more on the popular forum. 
•Eighteen hundred and fifty-eight must 
come, whether hidden beyond the dis- 
cernment of man or the range of the 
demonstrable relations of cause and ef- 
fect, whether attributable to the myste- 
rious movement of the finger of Provi- 
dence over the affairs of nations or com- 
ing rationally out of the covetous and 
grasping nature of man in his greed of 
gain to lay foundations of fortune iu 
disregard of moral precepts and against 
conscience, the event, the time must 
come, when slavery in the United States 
must be met as a national question, must 
be considered us a domestic institution, 
and must in the end be plucked up by 
the roots and eradicated from the soil of 
the republic. 
These two great leaders mot in joint 
debute in August, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-eight. The whole country wore 
spectators, for now both were men of re- 
nown. 


Douglas—well fortified with natural 


gifts, a strong intellect, a clear under- 
standing, broad views, a most tenacious 
and tireless memory, bold in thought, 
deep in conception, with a robust |

moved by the consciousness of impend- 
ing evil to his country, he ranked high 
above the standard of ordinary debate 
and at times was truly eloquent, 


The debate covered the entire ground 


of the slavery question, and developed 
the views hold by each at that time. 
Douglas—notwithstanding he was per- 
plexed with the Dred Scott decision, 
which in some way he held himself 
bound to respect us a judicial interpreta- 
tion of the constitution, although it car- 
ried slaves as property entitled to no less 
protection than any other property, into 
the Territories against',the will of the 
people, or any law of Congress or a Ter- 
ritorial Legislature to exclude it, nnd to 
that extent seemed destructive of the 
great principle of popular sovereignty to 
which he was so heartily devoted and 
which in his party he had at one' time 
nationalized—continued boldly to defend 
his favorite doctrine, and" still hold the 
people might exclude slavery from the 
Territories by unfriendly legislation.— 
Lincoln, regarding the decision as fixing 
the status of Dred Scott for the time be- 
ing, fervently denied Huw it was a just 
exposition of the constitution, earnestly 
dcnounced.it as violatlve of human rights, 
and pledged himself to oppose it us such, 
until a just public sentiment should le- 
gally provide the means to reverse it.— 
He held slavery to be amoral, social and 
political wrong, and protested ngninst 
the further spread of it into tho territo- 
ries. At the election which followed 
Lincoln received a majority of the pop- 
ular vote—Douglas a majority in the leg- 
islature, and was re-elected to the United 
States Senate for a third' term. 


A strange destiny seemed to hang over 


these two men ; they were once more to 
be opposed in a contest for earthly hon- 
ors, for the position of highest useful- 
ness to the truly patriotic, for the high- 
est prize within the gift of the American 
people. 
Lincoln, fresh from tho late 


contest with Douglas, and, tliO~ug.li dc= 
fcatcd, occupying higher ground in the 
public esteem than • ever before, now 
more generally known throughout tho 
country, honored for tho dignity of his 
course and the wonderful abilities he 
had shown in that debate, was nomina- 
lod by tho Republican party in 1860 its 
candidate for the Presidency, 
Douglas, to whom the Democratic par- 


ty was more indebted than to any 
living man for zeal in def)j-iding its prin- 
ciples, und for the wisdo'ih he had shown 
in finding ground on the shivery question 
upon which il could stand with any hope 
of success, who had been repeatedly 
named for President, \^ho was in fact 
looked upon as the only man entitled to 
its candidacy, but who ,at the last mo- 
ment was forsaken by that branch 'ojf it 
which owed him far more than his more 
faithful followers of the North, and 
whoso defection closed his chanced of 
an election, faithful to the Constitution 
and the Union, became the candidate of 
the National Democracy. 
I will ;not 


dwell for a moment upon $h« great cam- 
paign. It is enough to say Lincoln was 
elected President of the United Statop.— 
The charmed circjc woven by the slave 
oligarchy around the temple of liberty 
was broken, and the great advocate of 
human rights placed at the helm of the 
enfranchised policy of the future. Doug- 
las, calm and dignified inde.fcat, awaited 
the inaugural of the President for his 
new policy. The momeub4he address of 
the President was closed he arose, ex- 
pressed satisfaction with its tone and 
gave promise of a cordial support to all 
measures looking to the preservation of 
peace and the perpetuation of the Union. 
"I take great pleasure," he said in Janu- 
ary, 1861, "in saying, however, I do not 
believe that the pghts of the South will 
materially suffer under the administra- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln." Bis, Just utteran- 
ces in the Senate were fof the preserva- 
tion of the Constitution, tlie Union and 
the country. At a later day in yonder 
capitol, in sight of the spot where I now 
stand, his last words were words of flam- 
ing patriotism, his last admonition was 
to traitors, his last appeal to patriots. 
"The shortest road to peace lies 
through the most magnificent and stu- 
pendous preparations for wir." United in 
the high resolve to maintain the dignity, 
the honor and the glory of their country 
both fell victims in the same cause, and 
both lie burled in the same state. 


Who of living men shall'forget, and 


when shall history cease to recount the 
awful circumstances in rapid succession 
forming all along the horizon of our un- 
offending country's long career of peace, 
in the December of 1860 ? One by one 
States were falling away fronUhe Union; 
trenson, rank and foul, was plying its 
envious urls ; passions long pent up were 
breaking over the restraints of prudence; 
the piled clouds of long years of wrath 
wore making ready to burst in torrents of 
devastation upon n people 'not aroused 
and not cnpuhle of being aroused for 
months to the fatal destiny in store for 
them. 
Congress, in the winter wore 


nwny, unable to solve the difficulties, at 
last gave up all hope of a settlement, 
and adjourned on the 4th of March, 1861. 


To the administration of the affairs of 


u nation in such plight Abraham Lincoln 
had just been chosen hy his grateful 
countrymen. With that large class of 
men in the West, who knew him person- 
ally, who were more familiar with bis 
many qualities for such a trial, it was 
believed he would be equal to the gravity 
of the situation. The world did not 
know him so well and might well enough | 
question liis capacity ; ho know this and { 
felt it. Lincoln had many advantages to I 
fit him for his great work. He was a man 
of great personal courage, nnd so mould- 
ed by nature ns tc endure any amount of 
physical labor. His Imbits were unex- 
crptinnnbly £ond ; lie indulged in none 


of the vices of society, sometimes ca, i - 
ed to extremes in public men. He had 
no tastes that were not simple and pure; 
he was born and lived among the com- 
mon neople; he was of them and m deep 
ItnpaSIy with them ; he had no wishes, 
.^ambitions, to lead him away from nor 
o Cke him forget their best interest*,; 
e had seen nothing of the world out- 
ideof his native land,. and as ho had 
nrosoered and grown into distinction 
PS itebenignlnstitutions he loved his 
country intensely, and wished to see it 
Strengthened and perpetuated. Wholly 
unsuspectingand most indulgent of views 
and sentiments opposed to his own, he 
was slow to believe that men would scii- 
ously combine and deliberately conspire 
by force of arms to destroy the Union.— 
tfith the greatest humility and self-abne- 
gation he set out from his home m * eb- 
ruary, 1861, to enter upon the great 
work to which he had been dedicated.- 
His own parting words will best express 
liis feelings at that moment: 


"My friends, no one not In my,.P.os''lon

continued ovation. He spoke at many 
places, but his addresses were all marked 
by the same sad spirit. At Philadelphia, 
in Independence Hall, touched by the 
memory of revolutionary times, and 
dimly catching a glimpse of his own sad 
end, he said: 
"AH the political sentiments I entertain 
have been drawn, so far an I have been able 
to'draw. tnem, from the sentlm-MUs which

When those conflicts of words were rag- 
ing around him he was usually silen , or 
if ho replied it was always in good tem- 
per, and always with complete effect. In 
the fall of 1803, to a storm of tins kind 
which hud been raging for some time he 
replied • '' There arc those wb/> are dis- 
aLfled with me ; to such I would «y•: 
You desire peace und you blame mo that 
YOU do not have it, but how can wo ob- 
tain it •! There lire but three conceiva- 
ble ways. First, to suppress the rebel- 
lion by force of arms-this I am trying 
o do-are you for it V If you are so far 
we are agreed. It you arc not for it,

He found the National Capital smoth- 


ered with seditious and treasonable sen- 
timents. It was even seriously doubted 
that he would he peaceably inaugurated. 
On the fourth of March he sent forth to 
an anxious country his inaugural address. 
It was marked by wisdom, dignity, and 
forbearance. The whole North accepted 
it as the emanation of a patriotic heart, 
and as a lust and true exposition of the 
Constitution and Ms duty : 


"I hold that In contemplation of universal 
lOJ*. and of the Constitution, the union of 
the States la perpetual. I therefore consider 
that. In view of the Constitution, the Union 
Is unbroken,and to the extent of my ability 
I shall take care that the lawn of the Union 
be faithfully executed In all the States. In 
doing this there need be no blood shod nor 
violence, unless It be forced upon thu na- 
tional authority, in your hands, mydlssnt- 
iifled fellow-countrymen and not In mine, 
are the momentas issues of civil war. The 
Government will not assail you—yon c;iu 
have no conflict without belni; yourselves 
the aggressors. You have no oath registered 
InHeaven to destroy tho Government,while 
I shall have the mostlsolemn one to preserve, 
protect and defend It. I am loth to close.— 
we ore not enemies but irlends. We must 
not be enemies. Though passion may have 
strained it must not break |onr bond of 
affection. Th« mystic chords of memory, 
stretching from every |batlle-neld and pa- 
triot grave to every living heart and hearth- 
stone all over this brood land, will yelKwell 
the chorus of the Union when again touch- 
ed, as sutely tlfey will be, by the belter an- 
gels of our nature," 


In the light of the intervening und 


sad experiences between that day and 
this we now see how fatal the mistake 
that would not heed such words of warn- 
ing and hope. No suggestions of amia- 
cablc settlement, no appeals to love of 
country, no implorings for peace could 
stay the mad current of events. War 
wo must have—long, cruel, fratricidal 
war.at. 


Wo shall fail if any attempt be made 


to compare, his administration with that 
of any other President. It has no stand 
ard of comparison. Tho circumstances 
are in no respect similar, save in the most 
formal parts. The lirst and older Presi- 
dents came to the discharge of their 
great duties after the close of a war, and 
the experiment of a temporary govern- 
ment between that wur and the estab- 
lishment "of a Constitutional Government, 
surrounded with peace and tho warm at- 
tachments 'of a people co-operating from 
all parts of the country in zealous efforts 
to settle the foundation of an empire of 
free people. Their (successors had warr, 
but they were foreign wars. Savo in one 
instance there wus not oven the serious 
throat of civil war. The thoughts of the 
great men who preceded him in the of- 
fice of President of the United States 
were directed almost wholly to the estab- 
lishment of good government under a 
constitution to be interpreted and appli- 
td to tho multifarious wants and circum- 
stances of a rising, agricultural, plant- 
ing, manufacturing and commercial peo- 
ple ; to fixing in the public mind the 
just relations existing and to continue 
to exist between the States und the new 
nation, and to extending and cultivating 
peaceable und commercial relations witli 
the civilized nations of the earth.— 
Those who have succeeded him in the 
great office, found the country ut peace 
with the world and free from civil war, 
rebellion or insurrection-—encumbered, 
it is true, with dismembered fragments, 
and poisonous with tho smell of civil war 
und bloodshed, requiring talents of the 
highest order, und the greatest lirmness 
and prudence to properly remould them 
into the Union. Tested by the circum- 
stances of either no standard will bo 
found. 


He entered upon the performance of 
his duties like one feeling his way amid 
precipices in tho darkness of night.— 
Habitually regardful of the rights of 
all, with

Constitution, 
he 
would ex- 


ercise no doubtful power unless abso- 
lutely in the interest of the'Union. His 
guiding star, his last hope, was the 
Union. When it was believed tri be in 
peril, from whatever cause, he woulrt 
arrest that enusc, and appeal to the peo- 
ple and to Congress to sustain him. lie 
would suspend the writ of luibeii.t mi-ptin, 
increase the regular army, and call out 
volunteers to preserve, il possjhle, the 
Union, nnd awnit the approval of Con- 
gress, vjiifli wits sure to come. Day by 
day, as the storm was raging, month by 
month, as the en use of the L'nion seem- 
ed more doubtful, lie grew and strength- 
ened and expanded, steadily saining a. 
stronger hold upon the country. Ycrrr 
after year, as his- messages were laid be- 
fore Congress with the mournful state- 
ment, "The war still continues," Hie 
people, with a never-failing confidence 
in his wisdom, held to his policy and 
stood firm in his support. 


Those messages will stand as slate pa- 


pers the test ot time and all criticism. 
His argument', ngainst peaceable or for- 
cible secession,and his admirable nnd ex- 
haustive rens-oning on the whole subject 
of our domesfie troubles, will ilnnd a?

He listened attentive- 
ly to the popular voico,und what is more, 
and now was greatly to his advantage, 
from "long association with the people 
and from having hud much to do for 
most of his life in materially aiding in 
giving direction to public opinion, he 
knew how to discriminate between blus- 
ter and enrneslness, between the ceaac- 
less rattle of a vast amount of floating 
wisdom, the immature suggestions.of the 
meddlesome few, and the more solid con- 
victions of an earnest and patient people 
taking time to come to just and reasona- 
ble conclusions. Bui once discovered, 
once known to be honest, reliable and 
definitely formed public opinion, ho gra- 
ciously and firmly moved forward with 
it, taking the right step at flic right lime, 
in the right direction, and upon Ihe con- 
sumationsof his administration who shall 
look buck now and find an error. There- 
fore it was, his opinions were all power- 
ful with the people, with the Congress 
and in the deliberations of lii.sCabinet. 


Profoundly absorbed with Ihe great 


events around him, deeply penetrated 
with the sufferings of his country, super- 
intending the operations of u million of 
men on land and sea, watching with' 
ceaseless vigilance Hie movements of the 
enemy, deliberating with his able Cabi- 
net, consulting with the generals of his 
armies and the conunnudcrs of his Heels, 
keeping a conslaut watch upon our some- 
what delicate foreign relations, und ever 
faithfully weighing the suggestions coin- 
ing to him from the great-body of the 
people, he did not descend into thodcUiils 
of administration, and perhaps did not 
consider it of serious importance who 
wore appointed to subordinulc positions 
in the civil service, or possibly who was 
sent as Minister to a foreign Court.

H was "the new liiitli 
of freedom." Thenceforward the issue 
tti.s not doubtful.

It was the line 
one. It brought victory to our arms and 
safety to the country. It falls to the lot 
of few men to connect their namco willi 
great cvcnls, bul lu-re was a great event 
and ngreat principle—tbeprincipleof uni- 
versal euiaireipatioa, Ihe principle that 
no man is so low that Iw should be cut, 
off from freedom and cUI/.ensliip in it 
great Republic. His name is linked foi- 
cvcr with both. 
If history shall become ungrateful, 


gnd moral obligations ceuse to respond 
lo the calls of justice and putriojiwm in 
thai race to which he was born, liiKfaim- 
will still be safe. Another race of four 
millions, with their couullcbs debt-en 
dants of free-born children, holding his 
memory in precious reverence, will sing 
anthems of praise und gratitude to liis 
name forever.

It is but repeating history to state the 


rebellion was organized and fought upon 
the idea of founding a confederacy upon 
the corner stone ol human slavery.
